to 3 cents a gallon under the Standard tank 
wagon market. I tried to explain to these 
refiners that by recognizing the Standard as 
the market makers and then tying themselves 
to that market with a contract would permit 
the Standard to cut the “gizzard” out of the 
Independents, that all that the Standard had to 
do to get rid of 90 per cent of the jobbers 
was to break the refiner, by putting down the 
tank wagon price. 


“The decline in price last Monday was only 
to make general all over the country the price 
they were making in most of the big points and 
at all points where they were in competition 
with the Illinois Oil Company. They have 
sold gasoline in Rock Island for 7%, 8% and 
9’ cents for the past three months and it is 
the only way I think that it is possible for 
them to stay in business—to sell for one-half 
to a cent under the Independents, because at 
the same price, with the same grade of goods, 
the personality which the majority of the In- 
dependents put in their business would take 
it away from the trust. 


“My suggestion would be that all the Inde- 
pendent refiners make oil as close to cost as 
possible and all the Independent jobbers sell 
it the same way, then if the Standard puts it 
a cent or half cent under that, we will likely 
break the old Standard.

City Laws Hamper Chicago Filling Stations 


Ordinance Closes All Boulevards to Gasoline Marketers—Resi- 
dence District Stations Depend on Property Owners’ Permission 


The fourth article of a series, starting in 
THE NEWS in March, describing how au- 
tomobile filling station owners in important 
centers of this country are meeting various 
problems arising in the growth of this new 
gasoline market. Other articles will fol- 
low.—EDITOR’S NOTE.

Development of drive-in automobile filling 
stations in Chicago is greatly burdened and 
retarded by severe restrictions on the part 
of the city authorities, who are seeking to 
protect the residence districts. 


Oil men have been vainly endeavoring for 
more than a year to get desirable locations 
for stations, but in most cases have failed. 
The only man known to have secured a loca- 
tion in a residence district succeeded only 
because he happened to find a block where 
one man owned more than 75 per cent of the 
front footage, and was agreeable to the ven- 
ture. It is reported that the Waters-Pierce 
people tried to find sites for stations a while 
ago, and finally gave it up, and also that fill- 
ing station owners from Detroit and Toledo 


have searched Chicago in vain for suitabl 


sites. In fact, many a man has journeyed t 
Chicago to buy or build a station, and, upo! 
learning of the restrictions, has 


around and gone home.

Kansas Refinery Fails to Let Cit- 
izens’ Agitation Stop Work 

The Hutchinson Refining Co., Hutchin- 

son, Kans., has more on its hands right now 


than the average refiner, big or little, when 
he starts out to put up a new plant. 

When it became known that the Hutchin- 
son company was planning to build a plant 
on the west side of that town, citizens rose 
up in protest, bringing forward any number 
of claims why the company should not be 
allowed to build—even going so far as to 
say the refinery would be a menace to health 
because it might pollute their water supply. 
In the heat of their agitation they deter- 
mined to steal a march on the oil company, 
which was steadily going ahead with its 
plans to build, and they induced their city 
council to pass an ordinance to the effect it 
should be unlawful to operate a refinery in 
that section of their city. 

Still the Hutchinson company went ahead 
with its plans. They are girding up their 
loins for a legal battle, however, for they 
believe the moment they begin to operate, 
the citizens will have an injunction issued by 
the courts forbidding them to operate. They 
are gathering evidence now to fight such a 
case.

WASHINGTON, June 10—The Ameri- 
can Refining Co., Okmulgee, Okla., has filed 
a novel rate complaint against railroads that 
participate in hauling tank cars from its re- 
finery, to Amesville, Westwego and Gretna, 
small ports near New Orleans, La. It asks 
for reparation, amounting to about $460 be- 
cause the Texas & Pacific, the carrier that 
makes the final haul did not put into effect a 
barreling-in-transit-tariff at Amesville in 
time to take care of shipments of tailings 
which the company had sold abroad.

Fort Wayne, Ind. “I doubt very much if any 
one will ever be able to perfect a slot machine 
for retailing gasoline that will be a success 
There are thousands of different types of 
penny slot machines on the market, but I 
know of none that cannot be operated by 
slugs. 
“Too much mechanism is not practical,” 
said an official of the Western Oil Pump & 
Tank Co., St. Louis, Mo. “If the mechanism 
should go wrong and you or I had a dollar 
deposited in the slot, especially at night when 
the garage was closed, I don’t know what 
you'd do. but I'd feel like getting a hammer 
out of the tool box and getting my dol 
lar back = 

One pump manufacturer suggests a_ slot 
machine might be made to operate only when 
specially groved metal discs were dropped into 
the slot, the oil dealer to sell the discs to his 
patrons, but the objection to this scheme is 
that different machines sold to different deal- 
ers would all have to have a different sys 
tem of grooves, or one oil dealer might be 
selling discs which are being used in another 
dealer's machines to market another brand of 


oil. 


Kans. Refiners To Test 
Oil Inspection Law 


Members of the Western Petroleum Re- 
finers’ Association, and other marketers of 
petroleum in Kansas, have employed Fred 
Jackson, former Attorney-General of Kan- 
sas, to contest the constitutionality of the 
oil inspection law of that state. Practically 
all the marketers there today have been pay- 
ing the inspection fees under protest. They 
will allege in the suit that the fees are ex- 
cessive for the purpose of bringing revenue 
into the general fund of the state. When 
Joe Longshore, now selling oil for a western 
refiner, became oil inspector of Kansas a 
number of years ago, he had 132 deputies. 
It was looked upon as the haven of all the 
political wheel horses of the state. Long- 
shore, however, with an eye to the future, 
and also to economy, killed off 124 deputies 
and thus turned that surplus revenue over 
to the state, which is needed badly.

Blames Engine Maker for Much Auto Lub Trouble 


Engineering Expert Says Motor Ills and High Cost of 
Maintenance Are Due to Defective Lubrication Systems 





The burden for much of the motor trouble generally ascribed to oil is placed upon 
the makers of automobile engines and on the ignorant auto owner, by C. W. Stratford, 
designer of motors and lubricating engineer, with the Platt & Washburn Refining Com- 
pany, of New York City, in a paper on “Automobile Lubrication,” presented at the 
semi-annual meeting of the Society of Automobile Engineers, held aboard a big pas- 
senger steamer on the Great Lakes, June 14 to 17. 

Some of the chief points Mr. Stratford made are: 

How to test for impurities from sulphuric acid treatment: 

Temperature of explosion so high that even 100 degrees difference in 
flash of oil is of no avail. 

Carbon residue obtained by distillation test doesn’t represent amount of 

“carbon deposit” in cylinder. 

Oil of 180 vis. (Saybolt Universal) gives maximum horsepower. 
Oil can’t satisfactorily replace leaky piston rings. 
No motor oil known that won’t deposit sediment in crank-case.

It was then allowed to die on 


the House calendar. 


Introduced by the Beauregard parish 
member, the bill is sponsored by South 
Louisiana fuel oil producers, though the 


committee hearing developed that operators 
in these districts were not unanimously in 
its favor. The position is taken by pro- 
ducers in North Louisiana that the proposed 
legislation is confiscatory and can but react 
against themselves. They argue that com- 
mon carrier legislation of the type provided 
in the Powell bill not only would make nec- 
essary purchases at the refinery alone, but 


would entail expenditures totaling millions 
of dollars if any pipe line were willin:

S. L. Herold, counsel for the Gulf Retining 
Co., of Louisiana, at Shreveport, says it 1s 
something new in legislation to require 4 
pipe line company to build steel storag 
tanks, for the purpose of storing oil of other 
operators.

The state of Pennsylvania, which now 
ranks eighth among the states in regard to 
annual production of crude oil, ahead of all 
other states, however, in the total amount 
of oil taken from the ground for all time, 
according to statistics of the United States 
Geological Survey, with a total production 
figure of 752,806,000 barrels in round figures. 

Pennsylvania, however, was producing 
petroleum for 17 years before it was found 
in paying quantities in any other place in 
this country. In 1876, when a few thousand 
barrels of oil were being taken from other 
states, this state was doing about 9,000,000 
barrels each year and had a total production 
to that time of about 75,000,000 barrels. Its 
heyday was in 1891, in which year alone its 
production was 33,000,000 barrels. By this 
time, however, Ohio was becoming to be re- 
garded as a big oil state, having an annual 
production of about 18,000,000 barrels. All 
other states, however, with the exception of 
West Virginia, were still producing, even 
the best of them, only a few hundred thou- 
sand barrels a year. West Virginia was 
doing about 2,500,000 barrels. 

From the year 1891 production began to 
decline in Pennsylvania, and soon that state 
was passed, as regards annual production, 
by Ohio.
